1* On 1 March 1950 the Bavarian Border Police informed the COBURG 
CIC Field Office that they load apprehended an illegal border croaser -who 
gave his name as UORGSNROTT, stating that he wag supposed to contact a 
Ur. GBUNERT in COBURG. KORGENROTT stated that both he and GHDNSBT worked 
for the Americana. He stated that GRUHSRT could be reached at Hotel ANKER, 
COBURG. 

2 . Vihen contacted GRUNERT stated that he had already bean notified 
by the Bavarian Border Police and that he lied cleared MOBGfflJROTT, OHUNERT 
statod that he was awaiting his chief Guenter BAER from KRONACH. GRDHEST 
identified himself -with a Kennkarte number 498441, issued in Frankfhrt on 
31 January 1949. His birthdate was listed as 11 May 1917* in PJjADBN. He 
later sifcated that his true nans was Walter GEIPEL and produced an identity 
card issued in HEHAU on 10 ifovenber 1949. He stated that his identity 
card from the American Information Office had expired on 31 December 1949*

as Guenther BASH, Eenskarte haaber WB V 48556, issued 8 July 1949 in 
SIgTTGAST.- His blrthdate was listed as 12 October 1917 in 1J3QNI2Z.
